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MUTILATED 

Man ‘slashed in chest and robbed’ in park attack 




A man has had a criss-cross 
pattern sliced into his chest in an 
extremely bizarre incident that 
is being treated as a suspected 
robbery. 

The victim, in his early 20s, was 
allegedly knocked out, mutilated 
and had his rucksack and shop¬ 
ping bags stolen in the Horton 
Park area of Epsom on Monday, 
December 29. 

According to police, the man 
said he was approached from be¬ 
hind, had a bag put over his head 
and was forced to the ground 
while walking through the park 
shortly after 3.30pm. 

He said he lost consciousness in 
a wooded area and woke up to 
discover that his two plastic car¬ 
rier bags and rucksack were 
missing. 

He went to a nearby garage to 
call police and was taken to 
Epsom hospital for treatment. 

Police said the victim described 
his attacker or attackers as male. 

Ray Finch, from Epsom, shared 
a photograph of the injured man 
on Facebook in the hope of find¬ 
ing those responsible. 

He posted: “Took a mate to 
Epsom A&E this afternoon, this 
23-year-old lad was brought in, he 
was on the Chessington Road 
near the Jet garage, some blokes

came up behind him, put a bag 
over his head, then hit him with 
something, knocked him out, 
ripped his top off then sliced him 
with a blade then took his ruck¬ 
sack.” 

A superviser at the Texaco ser¬ 
vice station, which used to be Jet, 
in Ruxley Lane, Ewell, said ac¬ 
cording to his colleague an in¬ 
jured man had come in and asked 
to call the police. 

South East Coast Ambulance 
Service spokesman confirmed 
that an ambulance was called 
there to reports of an assault on a 
man in his 20s. 

He said: “The man was assessed 
and treated at the scene for re¬ 
ported chest and abdomen in¬ 
juries before being taken to 
Epsom General.” 

Detective Constable Sarah Jupp 
said: “This is a concerning inci¬ 
dent, but there is still a lot 
of work to be done around estab¬ 
lishing the full details of what 
occurred. 

“We have not had any other re¬ 
ports of this nature and detec¬ 
tives are working closely with the 
Epsom and Ewell safer neigh¬ 
bourhoods team as part of the in¬ 
vestigation and to provide 
reassurance visits in the area. 

“At this stage I would appeal to 
anyone who either saw the inci¬ 
dent, saw the man walking 
through the park or any other 
events which may help the inves¬ 
tigation, to contact us.”

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HEALTH: SDCCG chief officer Miles Freeman says its £11 m deficit means radical changes 

Prepare for a radical ‘transformation’

Plans to plug an £11.4m 
deficit in the area’s health¬ 
care commissioning budget 
will require radical “service 
transformation” and efficien¬ 
cy savings at Epsom Hospital 
and beyond, according to the 
boss of Surrey Downs Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group 
(SDCCG). 

Miles Freeman, SDCCG’s 
chief officer, said he was 
expecting the CCG to break 
even or return a deficit of 
just under £2m for this finan¬ 
cial year, but that it will actu¬ 
ally be recording an £11.4m 
shortfall - just a year after 
it ended with a £72,000 
surplus. 

And the experienced NHS 
bureaucrat said that al¬ 
though he is not planning to 
make service cuts, there will 
be a major “transformation” 


of services - including 
significant efficiency savings 
at Epsom Hospital, which 
accounts for half of 
the CCG’s budget for acute 
care. 

CCGs were set up by the 
2012 Health and Social Care 
Act as GP organisations re¬ 
sponsible for commissioning 
the majority of an area’s sec¬ 
ondary care services. 

They replaced primary care 
trusts, which were dissolved 
last April, and are overseen 
by NHS England. 

SDCCG consists of 33 GP 
practices across areas includ¬ 
ing Epsom, Ewell, Ashtead, 
Banstead and Esher. 

Mr Freeman said the CCG’s 
deficit has been driven by a 
number of factors, including 
NHS England cutting £4.7m 
from its budget last month - 
described as a “specialised 
commissioning adjustment”. 

He said: “They've gone 
through a retrospective exer¬ 
cise and decided we got too 
much funding the first time 
round.”

The chief officer said the 
CCG has also been spending 
increasing amounts on its 
acute care, particularly in the 
past two months - something 
he believes may have been 
caused by more stringent 
elective care targets being 
placed on its hospitals 
because they are actually 
meeting the Government’s 
target of treating all 
patients requiring elective 
care within an 18-week time 
frame. 

He said: “We’ve got an in¬ 
crease in our acute spend, 


which has happened really 
over the past two months, 
which may be driven 
by the “18-week catch-up 
campaign”. 

“Everyone who is referred 
under an 18-week pathway 
for elective care has to be 
seen within 18 weeks and 
there is a guide that you have 
got to do 92 per cent within 18 
weeks. 

“We don’t have much of a 
backlog problem, but be¬ 
cause some trusts haven’t 
been able to increase their ac¬ 
tivity quickly enough they

have asked some trusts who 
are performing well to see if 
they can improve even better 
to improve the overall 
position. 

“But that’s a financial cost 
for us. 

“So instead of people being 
treated within 18 weeks, they 
might have to be treated in 
14 weeks.” 

Alongside this, he said the 
CCG has seen a big spike in 
its accident and emergency 
attendances (See page 10), 
and the bill to be paid by 
SDCCG to NHS Property 
Services for lease of its build¬ 
ings has also risen by £1.5m 
this year. 

Mr Freeman, who has 
worked in NHS commission¬ 
ing since 2002 and previously 
worked as a residential social 
worker with young offenders, 
said he is very concerned 
about the deficit - “regard¬ 
less of whether it’s just a 
correction”. 

He said: “It is clear that we 
are spending more than we 
are going to be resourced so 
we are going to have to put in 
place plans for us to recover. 

“The difficulty is it’s hap¬ 
pened relatively suddenly 
and actually gearing up a re¬ 
covery plan takes longer. 

“It is unlikely you are going 
to be able to recover those 
types of sums in a single 
year. 

“Some of it may be driven 
just by our providers - we 
have got an awful lot of 
providers so there is capacity, 
you can get in and have your 
operation, and that may be 
driving demand so we have 
got to ensure that doesn’t 
mean thresholds of treat¬ 
ment are slipping. 

“Just because you can 
replace someone’s hip 
doesn’t necessarily 
mean you should.” 

Mr Freeman said that 
“service transforma¬ 
tion” will be necessary 
to recover the CCG’s 
deficit - and this will need 

to centre around treating 
more people in the communi¬ 
ty and decreasing the cost of 
this community care. 

He said: “We are going to 
have to do things fairly 


radically differently if we are 
going to keep up with our 
population demographic 
growth, ie, the number of 
over-75s that will be 
increasing. 

“If we tried to broadly treat 
them through a model of 
hospital care, followed by 
community hospital care, 
followed by long-term nurs¬ 
ing care, it is just not going to 
work. 

“We have got to find ways of 
treating people more effec¬ 
tively in the community and 
bring down the cost of that 
community care.” 

He said that, for example, 
visits by social workers and 
nurses to the same house on 
the same day must be inte¬ 
grated to ensure multiple as¬ 
sessments of patients are not 
carried out. 

Mr Freeman said that as 
part of efficiency savings, 
SDCCG may have to reduce 
the number of sites it offers 
services from - that he 
acknowledged, “for a lot of 
people will be a trade-off 
between convenience and 
being able to access the 
service”. 

The chief officer said 
Epsom Hospital is one of the 
major areas where efficiency 
savings will need to be made. 

“We need to make sure we 
are contracting well with 
Epsom Hospital,” Mr Free¬ 
man said. 

“There is potentially a driv¬ 
er that it’s been an organisa¬ 
tion that has improved its 
financial position, partially 
through a savings pro¬ 
gramme, but largely by grow¬ 
ing its contract with Surrey 
Downs and we cannot allow 
that to continue to happen, so 
there will be negotiations 
with the hospital about how 
we can jointly make efficien¬ 
cy savings. 

“Each time someone goes to 
hospital we pay whatever is 
charged by the hospital. 

“So if it finds new ways to 
charge us, then we can end 
up with problems because of 
that. 

“All of these plans will 
require public consultation 
and I expect it to be a lively 
debate.” 

Although SDCCG ended the 
last financial year with a 
£72,000 surplus, Mr Freeman 
said this figure was forecast 
to be in the region of £3.3m, 
and that he believes the CCG 
was always going to find itself 
in the red. 

He added: “A number of 
CCGs were set up with deficit 
positions. 

“I think ours was set up 
with a deficit position - it just 
wasn’t apparent for two 
years. 

“Once they worked out 
what the correct money to 
take off us would be, it ex¬ 
posed the deficit we are in.”

Violent brawl: Six plead guilty 


A nightclub has appealed 
against a decision to reduce 
its licensing hours and re¬ 
strict admission to over 21s. 

Boogie Lounge, in Waterloo 
Road, Epsom, had its licence 
changed in November after a 
string of violent incidents 
including one where police 
had to use tear gas and an¬ 
other where an officer was 
kicked in the head. 

A licensing panel at Epsom 
Council introduced a ban on 
super-strength beers and 
non-plastic cups, and ordered 
it to bring last orders forward 
to lam on Fridays and Satur¬ 
days and midnight during the 
rest of the week. 

The changes will not come 
into force until after the ap¬ 
peal has been heard at the 
magistrates’ court at an as 
yet unspecified date.

Six young men have pleaded 
guilty in relation to a major 
brawl during which a teenag¬ 
er was stabbed. 

Guildford Crown Court said 
16 others pleaded not 
guilty during multiple hear¬ 
ings in the week before 
Christmas. 

The complex case, involv¬ 
ing 23 defendants, relates to a 
fight in the Watersedge area 


of Ewell at about 7.30pm on 
November 11,2013. 

At the time police said a 15- 
year-old boy was stabbed 
during an “altercation” and 
taken to hospital with severe 
chest injuries - although no 
one has been charged with 
this offence. 

Daly Diggins, 18, who was 
remanded in custody, Luke 
Thatcher, 20, of School Lane, 
Surbiton, and two 16-year- 
olds pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiring to commit violent 
disorder. 

Diggins admitted having a 


golf club, while Thatcher and 
one of the two teenagers ad¬ 
mitted having poles during 
hearings at Guildford Crown 
Court last month. 

Rivan Kader, 18, of Fengate 
Close, Chessington, pleaded 
guilty to intending to pervert 
the course of justice by 
passing a knife to another 
defendant. 

Another 16-year-old denied 
conspiring to commit violent 
disorder, but pleaded guilty 
to having a stick in a public 
place.

An inspirational cystic fibrosis 
sufferer and outstanding cam¬ 
paigner who wanted to pro¬ 
mote change in the world has 
died. 

Emily Thackray, 30, from 
West Ewell, died on December 
28 at Harefield Hospital. 

Born with the disease, which 
causes progressive lung 
damage, she 
underwent a 
double ^ 
lung 



transplant in 2007 and relent¬ 
lessly raised awareness of 
organ donation and cystic fi¬ 
brosis before and after this. 

Emily lived and worked 
locally her whole life. 

As well as being wife to 
Adam and mum to two-year- 
old Sophia, Emily was a music 
teacher and choir mistress 
and worked at Kingswood 
School, Wallace Fields in 
Epsom, and Banstead’s Bea¬ 
con School - where her Glee- 
inspired show choir, Vocal 
Blaze, twice won the Surrey 
Arts Show Choir contest. 
Emily was always involved 
l drama and the arts as a 
student at Epsom and 
Ewell High School, 
where she was head 
girl. 

She studied 
French and drama 
at Bristol Universi¬ 
ty, graduating 

with a 2.1 degree 
despite being in a 
wheelchair and 
on oxygen at the 
time. 

She was diag¬ 
nosed with cystic fi¬ 
brosis at birth, and 
immediately started 
the daily regime of 
Jt medications to keep her 
I lungs as healthy as 
possible. 

However, by the 
time she was 


20, her lungs were so badly 
damaged she was told she 
needed a double lung trans¬ 
plant in order to survive. 

Desperately ill and depen¬ 
dent on oxygen 24 hours a day, 
she waited for 22 months be¬ 
fore receiving her life-saving 
transplant. 

During that time, Emily 
never stopped campaigning 
and, in 2006, left her hospital 
bed to take part in a 5k chal¬ 
lenge using a wheelchair and 
oxygen to help her complete 
the course and raise more 
than £20,000. 

She also co-founded the Live 
Life Then Give Life charity 
while waiting three years for 
the transplant, which encour¬ 
ages people to register as 
organ donors. 

Emily’s younger sister Lucy 
said the transplant gave her 
family nearly eight extra 
years with Emily and enabled 
her to get married, have a 
baby, work, travel and enjoy 
life. 

Miss Thackray said: “Emily 
believed in the power of peo¬ 
ple to make great change - 
they certainly did in her life, 
with a person's decision to be 
an organ donor giving her a 
new lease of life and advice 
and guidance from Surrogacy 
UK enabling her to be a parent 
in the last few years. 

“She will be lovingly remem¬ 
bered and missed as a sister,

daughter, auntie, mum, teach¬ 
er, friend and campaigner, but 
her message lives on in her 
tireless work for charity and 
positive mark she left on the 
world. 

“She will have inspired so 
many people in the communi¬ 
ty to think bigger, do better 
and make some change 
around them.” 

Lucy Thackray said her sis¬ 
ter was bubbly and extrovert¬ 
ed and was known for her 
public speaking skills. 

“She was a very positive per¬ 
son with no regrets. She was 
going to make the most of 
every single minute.” 

Emily regularly made na¬ 
tional television appearances 
raising awareness of organ 
donation. 

Having raised thousands of 
pounds for charities including 
the Cystic Fibrosis Trust and 
Live Life Then Give Life, 
Emily picked up the lifetime 
achievement award at the 
Justgiving awards in 2011. 

She started to fundraise 
when she was just 10-years- 
old. 

Her first event was in her 
back garden when she made 
£ 120 . 

Barbara Kelley, a member of 
the Epsom and Kingston 
Group of the Cystic Fibrosis 
Trust, said the branch was 
saddened to hear of the death 
of a “remarkable young lady”. 

She said: “Emily was a suf¬ 
ferer of Cystic Fibrosis, but 


that did not define her. 

“She was a smiley, happy, 
inspirational young lady. 

“She loved her life and when 
she received a lung transplant 
in 2007 she became a champi¬ 
on of the organ donor 
campaign. 

“She was renowned for her 
public speaking, and raised 
awareness for both the Cystic 
Fibrosis Trust and Live life 
Then Give Life charity, of 
which she was a co-founder. 

“Members of the local group 
met with her from time to 
time, and were amazed at the 
wonderful attitude to life 
which she had, which was an 
inspiration to anyone who has 
any connection to Cystic 
Fibrosis - a life-limiting dis¬ 
ease with symptoms which, 
among other things, clog the 
lungs and cause major respi¬ 
ratory problems. 

“We send our sympathy to 
her family and close friends 
who will miss this remarkable 
young lady.”

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The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) has apologised after fail¬ 
ing to publish a report for a care 
home - that showed it was not 
meeting a number of key stan¬ 
dards - until nine months after it 
was inspected. 

Grantley Court Nursing Home, 
in Sutton, was shut down by the 
CQC last month after it identi¬ 
fied “significant failings in safety 
and quality of care”. 

Following the closure, Linda 
Cackett, from Epsom, contacted 
this newspaper about her 89- 
year-old mother, Edna Slann. 

She was moved into the home 
last June by Surrey County 
Council (SCC), where she stayed 
until September. 

Ms Cackett said her mother 
contracted a severe foot infection 
while there, which has left her on 
end-of-life care. 


She said she does not under¬ 
stand why SCC placed her moth¬ 
er in Grantley Court when 
shortcomings had already been 
identified during a CQC inspec¬ 
tion of the home last January. 

Informed about the CQC’s apol¬ 
ogy, Ms Cackett said she was 
“disgusted” and has written to 
Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
about the severe failings in the 
system. 

SCC said it was not aware of 
the January inspection when 
they placed Mrs Slann at Grant- 
ley Court, because the report 
was not published on the CQC 
website until September. 

On the CQC’s website, the date 
on the inspection on this report 
is stated as “13 January, 2014” 
and the date of publication is 
given as “April 2014”. 

But a link to access the full re¬ 
port states: “Inspection report 
published 18 September, 2014.” 

This week, the CQC admitted 
the report should have been pub¬ 
lished earlier. 

Sally Warren, deputy chief 


inspector of adult social care in 
London, said: “Due to an admin¬ 
istrative error, the report did not 
publish on the CQC website until 
September 2014. 

“We apologise for this error, as 
we know how important our re¬ 
ports are to stakeholders, resi¬ 
dents and their families.” 

A CQC spokeswoman said last 
month it was “highly unlikely” 
that the first SCC would have 
heard of the concerns raised last 
January were when the report 
was published online. 

Ms Cackett said she was told by 
an individual at the CQC that

A Care Quality Commission 
spokesman said an unannounced 
inspection has taken place at Fay¬ 
gate House and a report should be 
published by the end of February. 
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Nursing home awaiting fate 


Government inspectors 
are finalising what fur¬ 
ther action to take after a 
care home failed three in¬ 
spections last year and is 
still not providing “good 
quality, ongoing compas¬ 
sionate” care. 

In a report published 
last month, Firtree House 
Nursing Home, in Firtree 
Road, Banstead, was rated 
inadequate overall by the 
Care Quality Commission 
(CQC). 

In an unannounced in¬ 
spection in July, it found 
its owner, Salim Jiwa, was 
failing to provide care that 
was safe, effective, caring, 
responsive or well-led. 

Following the July in¬ 
spection, two formal 
warnings requiring 
urgent improvement were

issued to Firtree House. 

But the CQC has since 
returned to the home and 
is still not satisfied with 
the progress being made. 

The CQC said the find¬ 
ings of the most recent in¬ 
spection and details of 
any further action will be 
“published in due course”. 


Adrian Hughes, deputy 
chief inspector of adult 
social care in the south, 
said: “Mr Jiwa has been 
unable to assure us good 
quality, ongoing compas¬ 
sionate care can be 
delivered. 

“We are, therefore, final¬ 
ising what further action 
we will be taking to ensure 
people receive care that is 
safe, effective, caring and 
responsive to their needs.” 

Mr Jiwa said Firtree has 
“done a lot to put the re¬ 
quirements in place”. 

He said: “To further im¬ 
prove, we have appointed 
a consultancy, who are 
working hands-on to en¬ 
able us to put all of the 
systems in place so all 
standards are met 
adequately.”

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Under pressure but ‘coping’ 



While nearby hospitals have been 
overwhelmed by the increase in people 
attending accident and emergency (A7E) 
units, Epsom and St Helier hospitals’ 
departments are still coping. 

On Tuesday, Epsom and St Helier hos¬ 
pitals described the pressure on A&Es 
as “unprecedented and challenging”, but 
said they were still managing to cope 
with the influx of patients. 

Nine hospitals across the country, 
including Croydon University Hospital, 
have now declared major incidents due 
to exceptional pressure on their A&Es 
and there were reported six-hour waits 


at Kingston Hospital on Sunday. 

Ashford and St Peter’s Hospitals have 
also announced they are under “severe 
pressure” and asked for people to only 
come to A&E in a real emergency. 

The trust said: “Non-emergency 
patients are likely to have an extremely 
long wait and could be taking staff away 
from caring for patients who need emer¬ 
gency or life-saving care.” 

But a spokesman for Espom and St He¬ 
lier said: “While the pressure on our 
A&E departments is unprecedented and 
challenging, we are coping with the de¬ 
mand and the trust is neither in crisis or 
in a major incident situation.” 

The hospitals have been particularly 
busy so far this winter and on several 
days last month staff dealt with nearly 
30 per cent more patients than on the 
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glazing solutions. 


same date last year. 

On December 1 there were 476 atten¬ 
dees, up from 370; on December 10 there 
were 447, up from 346; and on December 
15 there were 506 attendees, up from 398. 

Over the month 13,044 people went to 
A&E, compared to 11,864 in December 
2013 - a rise of almost 10 per cent. 

Figures published today also show the 
NHS in England has not met its four- 
hour A&E waiting time target for the 
first time since the standard was intro¬ 
duced a decade ago. 

Last year Jeanette Ellis, deputy gener¬ 
al manager in medicine with a focus on 
A&E at Epsom and St Helier Hospital 
trust, said the average number of atten¬ 
dances at Epsom A&E was 120 a day five 
years ago. 

In December 2013 this newspaper re¬ 
ported this figure had risen to 160 a day, 
but on a particularly busy day it could 
be 200.

From this data, each of the 
160 hospital trusts in the 
country were given a risk 
rating, with band one repre¬ 
senting the highest risk 
organisations and band six 
the lowest. 

The bands are based on the 
likelihood that people may or 
may not be receiving safe, 
effective, high-quality care. 

In a report of its findings 
published this month, Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals were 
given the best rating of six. 

There were two areas in

A key route between 
Chessington and Epsom has 
closed again for six weeks as 
work continues on a cross¬ 
roads at Malden Rushett. 

The previous closure of 
Rushett Lane in the autumn 
caused congestion, increased 
travel times and misery for 
commuters. 

The road closed again on 
Monday and will not re-open 
until Friday, February 20. 

Mum Heather Mitchell, 
who submitted a petition 
calling for one lane to be 
kept open, said she was 
“really disappointed” by the 
full closure. 

Ms Mitchell, from Esher 
who takes her son to school 
in Epsom, said: “It adds an¬ 
other hour on to my journey 
so it’s really quite horren¬ 
dous. It causes us a lot of 
unnecessary aggravation.” 

Before the closure this 
week, worried Surrey 
County councillors met with 
Transport for London (TfL) 
who said they were pushing 
ahead because it was the 


least disruptive option 
available to them. 

As a result, Councillors 
Eber Kington and John 
Beckett have warned that 
further disruption and 
traffic delays are inevitable. 

Coun Kington said: “If 
motorists opt to change their 
normal travel plans and 
travel outside peak times 
this will assist in reducing 
the number of vehicles on 
the road at these times - 
which may have a positive 
effect. 

“However, any severe 
weather, a road accident, or 
disruption along the A3 or 
M25 will all have an adverse 
effect on traffic and will 
increase the level of conges¬ 
tion and delay.” 

A TfL spokesman said the 
closure would allow them to 
carry out drainage installa¬ 
tion, reinstatement of utility 
services and carriageway 
resurfacing as part of the 
improvement works. 

He said: “A signed diver¬ 
sion route will be in place 
for traffic and we will en¬ 
deavour to keep any disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum while this 
important stage of these 
works are carried out.”

I am writing with regard to the 
huge increase in special al¬ 
lowances that the leadership of 
the Residents’ Association (RA) 
party awarded themselves on De¬ 
cember 9. 

Your article online (Councillors 
branded “foolish” for awarding 
themselves rise in allowances, 
December 18) regarding this mat¬ 
ter has a number of errors and 
omissions - which could have 
been avoided had the Conserva¬ 
tive Party, councillors or associa¬ 
tion, been asked to comment on 
this matter.

ARLA Licensed agents report a 
10 percent increase in available 
rental properties since last quar¬ 
ter as those purchasing buy-to- 
let properties now exceeds 
those selling properties, a re¬ 
verse from last quarters report.

Landlords help to boost 
supply as those purchasing 
buy-to-let properties now 
exceeds those selling properties, 
a reverse from last quarters

Increased supply should help 
ease demand - although two 
thirds of ARLA members say 
would-be tenants still outweigh 
available properties 

The level of supply in the pri¬ 
vate rental sector is showing 
signs of improvement, according 
to Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA). However, 
despite an increase in available 
buy-to-let properties on the 
market, consumers will still face 
fierce competition for rental 
property as the level of demand 
remains high. 

ARLA's latest quarterly report 


reveals an increase in the aver¬ 
age number of buy-to-let prop¬ 
erties managed by ARLA 
Licensed members in the last 
three months, from 135 proper¬ 
ties in the third quarter to 148 
properties this quarter - an 
increase of almost 10 per cent. 

David Cox, Managing Director 
of ARLA said: "This quarter we're 
seeing promising signs that the 
market is taking small steps 
towards achieving a better 
balance between supply and 
demand, or at least it is easing 
slightly. 

"With more landlords invest¬ 
ing in their portfolios, ARLA Li¬ 
censed members have reported 
a growth in supply, while the 
level of demand witnessed last 
quarter has fallen slightly. Of 
course, the market has a fair 
way to go in terms of completely 
balancing out." 

As supply and demand levels 
ease, tenants are taking advan¬ 
tage of the slightly less compet¬ 
itive market - as the number of 
would-be tenants haggling with 
landlords over rents increased 
from 32 per cent to 35 per cent 
over the past six months. 


Are you paying too much? 


New research reveals that 61 per 
cent of Brits are overpaying their 
gas and electricity bills, by £96 
on average, which collectively 
means that energy companies are 
banking an extra £1.5bn of their 
customers' money. 

The research commissioned by 
Gocompare.com also found the 
following: 

■ Pensioners (aged 65 plus) are 
the most likely to be in credit (72 
per cent), while customers aged 25 
to 34 were least likely to carry a 
credit balance on their energy bills 
(48 per cent); 


■ 15 per cent of customers 
surveyed had paid their energy 
supplier over £100 more than they 
needed to; 

■ Only 22 per cent said that their 
energy supplier had refunded the 
overpayment without being asked 
to, 15 per cent said they had asked 
for a refund, while 46 per cent said 
that they prefer to leave their ac¬ 
count in credit hoping it will sort it¬ 
self out overtime.

One owner reportedly even sold 
his Aston Martin to buy a second 
Leaf so that both he and his wife 
could use one every day. 

These are just two of the claims 
made by Nissan GB following the 
company's first in-depth survey of 
its electric car customers in the UK. 



An impressive 93 per cent of the 
6,500 British owners say that they 
use their Leaf as their main family 
car, and 89 per cent report signifi¬ 
cant savings versus internal com¬ 
bustion-engined cars. 

In September 2014 Nissan sold 
851 Leafs; the most ever sold in one 
month in a European market.
